A-‘THREAT FROM BENNIE HARRISON. 


The House Democrats Holding the Brakes, 
While the Senate Democrats Watch 
for the Snares of the Encmy. 


WASHINGTON, January 18.—[Special.}]— 
The crisis must come this week. 

Hither the force bill must go down to its 
death, or it will become a living infamy; a 
law that will mean discord and strife between 
the races, and will cause blood gg flow freely 
where now there is peace. 

“Yes, the force bill must pass or die within 
short time. There ang but thirty-eight work- 
ing days of this congress remaining. Not 


in the senate, and but two have passed the 
house. Thike and the apportionment bill 
must pass, or one extra session is inevitable. 
As long.as the force bill is before the senate, 
the house will do nothing. The democrats 
will not allow it. - Thus, so long as the force 
bill is kept to the front, legislation is blocked. 
Realizing the situation, the president, the en- 
tire administration, the senate and the house 
republican leaders, and, indeed, all the old 
republicans, are exerting the most powerful 
efforts to push the outrageous iniquity through 
the senate. 
THE LATEST PROGRAMME. 

Their latest programme developed this 
morning. Reed, McKinley and Cannon, the 
trio of house leaders and conspirators, had it 
printed in The Post of this morning that they 
would attempt, by every legal means, to pre- 
vent the free coinage bill being voted upon 
inthe house. They likewise sent a courier to 

the camp of the free coinage republican sen 
ators who have opposed the force 
bill to announce that unless 
they allowed the force bill - to 
pass the senate, tle silver bill should be buried 
in the house. These senators likewise received 
from Mr. Ben Harrison a threatening message, 
that they must aid in passing the force bill or 
he would veto their free coinage bill. 

The messenger intimated that the little man 
would sigu the free coinage bill if the force bil! 
passed. 

These threats caused the six western sen- 
ators, who have stood by the democrats, to 
waver somewhat. They are in a position 
where they will sacrifice everything for free 
coinage. 

THE DRMOCRATS ALERT. 

But the democrats will intercept this admin- 
istration movement tomorrow, and at the same 
time strengthen the anti-force bill forces. They 
willinform the republican free coinage sen- 
ators, both those who have: antagonized the 
force bill and those who have not, that unless 
they aid in killing the force bill, the democrats 
of the house will refuse to allow the passage of 
the silver bill. Tho democrats can do it, for 
they are almost unanimous for free coinage. A 
refusai to vote on their side would kill the 
bill, while on the other hand Reed, McKinley 
and Cannon are opposed to free coinage any- 
how, but are so thoroughly in the minority 
they cannot kill it without democratic aid. 
Thus the fight is on. For the free coinage 
republicans it is a complicated one. A few 
of them believe, however, the safest thing 
to do is to assist in sshelving 
the force bill. They do not be- 
lieve Harrison would dare carry out 
his threats, and the house leaders they believe 
have lost control of the house. There are 
other silver senators, however, who look at it 
differently. Noone can tell just what will 
happen. 

THE CLOTURE IDEA. . 

But Aldrich’s notice to call up the cloture 
rule on Tuesday, means that the Hoar gang 
is now ready to resort to prize,ring methods. 
Tlie democrats are, however, on the alert to 
all the dangers of the situation, and they are 
looking out for snares and pitfalls. Senator 
Carlisle was approached by a republican sen- 
ator yesterday afternoon, and asked if his 
gide would be willing to allow the bill to go 
through if the permanent appropriation fea- 
tures were knocked out. 

At first blush, this would appear to render 
the act negatory, in that it would give the 
democrats inthe next house the power to 
svithhold the appropriation for carrying its 
provisions into effect, but Senator Car- 
lisle saw the trap, and unwittingly 
the republican emissary of Mr. Hoar placed the 
democrats on their guard against allowing 
the bill to go through, even if the republicans 
should permit amendments which would make 
it meaningless. Itis merely asimple scheme 
of Senator Hoar’s to have the bill thrown into 
conference, where its most drastic provisions 
could be restored, and thus give the repub- 
licans an opportunity to jam it through as a 
privileged question. 

FEARS THE GREEKS. 

Senator Gorman says all propositions of that 
kind will be promptly rejected. He fears the 
Greeks, even when they are bearing gifts. 

THE EXTRA SESSION TALK. 

The fact that the democrats have the brakes 
set in the house, and have everything bound 
up in the fate of the force bill, makes it look 
more and more as if an extra session had be- 
come fnevitable. 

The democrats do not fear it, if forced upon 
them by an attemptto pass tbe election bill. 
Indeed, they rathercourt the idea, as they 
believe it will finure to their advantage. The 
next house will be composed of heterogenous 
elements, and it may take sometime to define 
a policy. The speakership contest too, is 
liable to be 4a prolonged affair. 
They see the necessity of get- 
ting their legislation well out- 
lined early in the presidential year, and as 
the organization of the house and the com- 
mittees can be accomplished by an extra ses- 
gion, it will advance the work of the regular 
session by at least two months. 

Speaker Reed and Representatives McKin- 
ley and Cannon, who compose the committee 
on rules, are anxious to avert an extra session, 
avd they are agitating a proposition to still 
further amend their gag rules so as to choke 
off the obstruction which the democrats can 
offer. In order to do this they will have to 
secure the attendance of a quorum of their own 
members, and tonight all absentees were 
ordered back by telegraph. The house will 
share interest with the senate as soon as the 
managers begin to force things there. 

The excitement is intense and the situation 
full of complications and puzzling in the ex- 
treme. ’ 

The Committee Packed. 


It has developed today that Reed packed the 


to make the whole thing a fizzle. In appoint- 
ing the committee, he placed three repub- 
licans on it who had voted to smother 


‘the investigation. That, in itself is 
suspicious. din Ohio republican member, who 
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composed the pool. Dingley, of Maine, the 
chairman, is Reed’s mouthpiece.

IN THE CAPITOL. 

Senator-elect Gordon is expected here in 
the morning.

Sen- 
ator tansom, of North Carolina, and Senator 
Paseo, of Florida, have, however, attended to 
the Georgia local matters, and there has been 
no delay. The work of these senators is ap- 
preciated by the Georgia congressmen. 

Georgia’s Money Still Held Up. 

Mr. Candlef says there is nothing more he 
could do to hurry the interior department here 
to pay Georgia’s agricultural college appropria- 
tion. The matter is now in the *hands of 
Governor Northen and Secretary Noble, and 
they must agree upon the provisions of the 
act. 

Mr, Candler thinks the matter should be 
setiled as eariy as possible, for even after an 
agreement is reached, there is so much red 
tape in the departments here that it will prob- 
ably take weeks to get the money out of the 
treasury. 

Ouay Wants Endorsement. 

A story has been going the rounds for a day 
or two to the effect that Quay intends to re- 
sign his seat in the senate,and ask the Pennsyl- 
vania legislature, which is now in session, to 
re-elect him at once, as a vindication of the 
many charges that have been preferred against 
him recently. In other words, it is said he 
desires to attempt the same act which Conk- 
ling at one time unsuccessfully attempted. It 
is further said that Quay has secured pledges 
from the majority of the members of the Peun- 
sylvania legislature to re-elect him. Quay 
denies the story. There aro many, however, 
who believe it to be true. 

The Free Coinage Bill. 

The senate free coinage bill is now in the 
hands of the house committee on coinage, 
weights and measures, and that. committee 
will repdrt it to the house in some shape next 
week. Itis the general opinion that the Dill 
will pass the house by a good majority. Pres- 
ident Harrison, having it direct that Speaker 
Reed will throw no obstacle in the way ofa 
vote being reached on the bill in the house, 
and knowing that a majority of the house 
favors it, gave it out to a member of the 
house today that he would veto 
the bill should it come to him in 
its present shape. TLis statement is, how- 
ever, laughed at by the free coinage members 
of both parties in the house, foritis quite evi- 
dent that Harrison is simply playing a bluff 
camein order to have the house defeat free 
coinage. Besides this threAt, he has also been 
dickering with certain defeated western ro- 
publicans, promising to appoint them to good, 
fat officesif they will vote ashe directs. As 
it has been demonstrated with the force bill in 
the senate, there are men who will sell their 
principles and beliefs for office. However, 
they are not many, and although 
a few may trade with the 
little man in the white house, 
the chances are decidedly in favor of the free 
coinage bill passing the house. And when it 
gets to the white house, notwithstanding the 
president’s declaration today, the best opinion 
is that he has not the courage to veto it in the 
face of the general démand foritfrom the 


country. 
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Matters Whith are Awaiting the Attention 
of the Legislators. 


WASHINGTON, January 18.—The district ap- 
propriation bill has the right of way, and the 
present indicationsare thatit will make no 
more rapid progress this week than during the 
last. 

The other appropriation bills treading on the 
heels of the district appropriation bill are 
ready for consideration aS soon as 
the departing shadow of the Dill 
now before the house points the way. 

Tomorrow, under the rules, will be commit- 
tee suspension day, and the postoffice commit- 
tee wish to pass the bill to reclassify the rail- 
way postal service, and the outlook is not 
promising. 

The shipping bill and the bills for private 
relief are possibilities, though fnot probbbili- 
ties, for action during the week. 

The principal interest is centered in the pro- 
ceedings of the house committee, to which the 
free coinage silver bill has been referred. The 
fate of the bill depends largely upon its action, 
as the committee practically has power 
to shelve it and thus render 
action by the house, almost, if 
not quite, impossible. Forj|this reason the pro- 
ceedings of the committee will be followed with 
the liveliest interest. Its first meeting of the 
week will occur next Wednesday, when Mr. 
Leech, director of the mint, is expected to be 
present and give his views with regard 
to the effect of silver legislation. It is the 
understanding that the attempt will be made 
to order a report on the billat this meeting of 
the committee, so that at the very earliest, the 
silver bill is not likely to engage the attention 
of the house until the following week.

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SHOT AND KILLED .

JUDGE WARDER'S MURDEROUS AIM. 


He Goes Home Drunk, Opens a Fusilade 
Upon His Son-in-Law. Kills Him and 
, Wounds His Daughter. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tonn., January 18.—A hor- 
rible tragedy occurred here today. S. M. Fugett, 
cashier of the South Chattanooga Sayings 
bank, was shot and killed by his father-indaw, 
Judge J. A. Warder, who is the city attéthey 
of Chattanooga. 

Judgé Warder is shotin two places. One 
ball penetrated bis breast at the right nipple, 
the other ttok off the index finger of his left 
hand. ' 

Mr. Fugott is the only child of Judge “Waar 
der, and is shot in the right thigh, a War 
dangerous wound, 4 

THE STORY OF THE SHOOTING. 

From the evidence at the coroner’s inquest, 
it appears that Judge Warder came home atl 
o’clock in a very drunken condition, and went 
to Mr. and Mrs, Fugett’s room, where the 
shooting took place as soon as he entered. 

Mr. and Mrs. Fugett lived with Judge and 
Mrs. Warder, on College street. There were 
seven shots fired, five by Judge Warder and 
two by Fugett. ' 

THE SCENE DESCRIBED. 

It is said Mrs, Fugett was the first pofgon 
shot, and I'ugett then fell dead shot through 
the heart. He was found with a newspaper 
in one hand and a pistol with two chambe 
empty in the other. 

Mrs. Fugett was lying over him, with her 
arms entwining him, piteously crying for some 
one to save him. 

Judge Warder staggered to a neighbot’s 
house, and is now therein a precarious condi- 
tion. 

A CASE OF DRUNKEN FURY. - 

Mrs, Fugettis also unable to speak, and 
what took place in the room, aside from 
the shooting, is not yet known. 
From ‘evidence before the coroner’s: jury 
it appears Judge Warder frequently would 
come home drunk, “and abuse his wife and 
daughter, and the women would appeal for 
protection to Mr. Fugett. 

Such trouble occurred late Saturday night, 
and Fugett quieted his father-in-law. Mr. 
and Mrs. Fugett have been married but two 
years, have been living happily together, and 
have a five months old baby. 

Mr. Fugett is a young man fabout twonty 
years of age, and a popular, successful busi- 
ness man. Mrs. Fugett is a very handsome 
woman. 

Judge Warder is oneof the best known 
lawyersin this state. For six yearshe was 
United States district attorney for the middle 
district of Tennessee, appointed by President 
Hayes. 

He was a brave and gallant union soldier, 
and is one of the most prominent republican 
politicians in the state. He owns considerable 
property, and has a large and lucrative, prac- 
tice in this city. . 


He is a man of the highest culiare, ao west 


polished and affable manner. His domestic 
affairs were always supposed to have been the 
happiest. The affair created a great sensation 
here, and opinion seems to be general that it 
was the result of a crazy drunk. 


THROUGH THE BREAST, 


A Terrible Tragedy at a Marion County 
Dance. 

Macon, Ga., January 18.—[Special.]—The 
newg reached here this afternoon of a tragedy 
ata Saturday night dance near Buena Vista, 

The dance, it is said, was given by a colored 
chureh Society of the Holy Rest. The pro- 
ceeds were to go toward defraying some inci- 
dental debts of the church, 

Ben Martin and William Rushin, the first 
aged fourteen and the second seventeen, were 
the sports of the occasion. They had evidently 
been drinking. Martin had with him a double- 
barreled gun, which he flourished around, to 
the dismay of the dancers. 

The gun was accidentally discharged, with 
the result of killing Rushin. The boy was at 
once arrested, but as the shooting was acci- 
dental it is not probable that anything will be 
done with him. 


THE WOMAN IS FREE 


Because the Tender Heart of Governor 
Taylor Was Touched. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn.,January 18.—[Special.}— 
Governor Taylor has pardoned §Mrs. Lizzie 
Ackerman, of Memphis, and she was taken 
home, where she will be taken care of at the 
woman’s refuge. 

Lizzie Ackerman, who has been in the peni- 
tentiary only a few months, committed one of 
the most sensational murders that ever oc- 
curred in"Memphis. Her husband had been 
arrested on a charge of mistreating her, and 
was being tried im a magistrate’s court, when 
Mrs. Ackerman drew a revolver and shot him 
dead. She wasconvictedand given a short 
sentence. Attempts have been made to secure 
a pardon ever since her conviction.

THE NATURAL GAS 


Causes a Fatal Explosion in Findlay—The 
Killed and Wounded. 

FInDLAyY, O., January 18.—The first great 
disaster that Findlay bas ever experienced 
from the use of natural gas occurred shortly 
before 2 o’clock this afternoon, while the 
guests of the Hotel Marvin were 
waiting to be summoned to din- 
ner. This morning it was discovered 
that gas was escaping from a leaking pipe 
somewhere, into the dining room, and Marvin, 
the owner of tho building; -with_ three 
plumbers, spent the entire forenoon trying to 
locate the leak. About 10 o’clock they 
entered a chamber underneath tlie din- 
ing room, and found such an  ac- 
cumulation of gas that they 
could not breathe, and it was suggested that a 
hole be sawed through the floorinto the dining 
room in order to obtain fresh air. This. was 
done, and justasthe hole was made one of 
the dining room girls, who was sweeping the 
floor, stepped upon @ match and in an instant 
an 6xplosion occurred which not only wrecked 
the building but killed two girls and maimed 
and injured a dozen other employes. 

THE FOECE OF THE EXPLOSION. 

The force of the explosion was so great that 
it blew out a flame of ignited gas and no fire 
followed the awful ruin which the shock caused. 


‘The city was rocked as if in an earthquake 


by the concussion and all the windows 
on the square were demolished, while the 
wreck of the hotel building was all but com- 
Bate, the only rooms in the house escaping 

estruction being the parlors and tife office. 
Had the explosion occurred ton minutes later, 
the loss of life would have been frightful, as 
nearly a hundred people were waiting in the 
rooms to be called to dinner, and one of the 
clerks was on his way to make this announce- 
ment, when the explosion occured, and he was 
caughtin thé falling debris, he being pain- 
fully injured. 

THE DEAD AND DYING. 

When the work of removing the dead and 
rescuing the dying began, it was found that 
Katie Walters, a waitress, was killed outright. 
Ella Johnson, a dining room girl, was alive un- 
der amass of brick and mortar, and died shortly 
after being carried to a place of safety. 
Kate Rooney, another dining room girl, was 
also fatally injured, ut is still 
alive. Frank Poundstone, the day 
clerk at the hotel, was painfully Sbruised 
and cut about the neck and face, but will re- 
cover. Anson Marvin, the owner of the build- 
ing, who, with the plumbers, was under the 
dining room floor when the explosion oc- 
curred, is probably fatally injured, as a, great 
deal of flame from the gas was inhaled. Five 
others were injured, but will recover. 
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SAVED BY HIS BRITHREN. 


A Remarkable Surgical Operation Performed 
in Chicago. ' 

Cuicaao, January 18.—One of the most 
unique surgical operations on record was per- 
formed in this city today, and 132 Knights 
Templars gave to the world a notable example 
of fraternal love and self-sacrifice, made in 
order that a sick brother might be restored to 
health. 

These knights each suffered the loss of a 
piece of cuticule, which was transferred to 
Sir. Knight John Dickerson. The cancer 
which had attacked his thigh was removed 
some time ago, but so deep and wide an incis- 
ion had to be wadein the flesh that nature 
was unequal tothe task of healing over the 
gaping wound. The experiment was tried of 
engraiting the skin of some of the lower ani- 
mals, but failed. 

The surgeon in charge announced to Dicker- 
son’s anxious brethren that if human skin 
could be obtained it would, in all probability, 
save the paticnt’s life, andiusure his complete 
recoyery. 

The question was where to cbtain sufficient 
skin to cover 144 square inches of surface. 
The matter was broached in the commandery, 
and, to a man, the Knights offered to submit 
themselves to the necessary operation.

HILL WILL BE SENATOR 


AND WEED’S NAME WILL NOT BE 
PRESENTED. 


HOW THE WORK WAS ACCOMPLISHED 


By a Unanimous Vote, the Governor Will Be 
Calied to the Senate—The Gossip 
of the Occasion. 


Asany, N. Y., January 18.—|Special.]— 
The fight for the United States senatorship is 
settled. . 

It has been a very quiet test of strength, and 
Governor Hill gets the prize. 

““Weed’s name will not be presented,” ” re- 
marked one of the Hon. Smith M. Weed’s 
lieutenants in the lobby cf the Delevan house 
this evening. 

DO NOT WANT A DEADLOCK. 

Weed’s friends are strong enough to make a 
deadlock im-the caucus, but are not strong 
enough to carry the day for their candidate. 
Tonight they accepted the situation as grace- 
fully as possible, and announced as their final 
decision that Mr. Weed’s name should not be 
mentioned in tomorrow night’s caucus. While 
this settles the senatorship fight, it starts what 
promises to be a serious factfonal fight in the 
democratic ranks in this state. 

SOME TALK OF KNIFING. 

In northern New York the democrats who 
form Weed’s bodyguard, are mad al] the way 
through, and will knife Hill on every occasion 
from this time out.

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A SHORT TEXT. 


BUT ONE OF HIS MOST ELOQUENT 
SERMONS. 
Dr. Talmage Takes the Word “Come” for 
His Text and Entertains His Large 
Congregation. 


Brooxriyy, N. Y., January 18.—[Special.]— 
Dr. Talmage preached the following sermon 
this morning to an overflowing congregation 
in the Academy of Music, this city. At 
night when service was held in the New York 
Academy of Music, fully 6,000 persons wero 
massed in the large building. A marked sol- 
emnity pervaded the assembly, and at its close 
amany personsin various parts of the house, rose 
atthe invitation of the preacher to ask for 
prayers for their salvation. Dr. Talmage chose 
the following texts for his sérmon: ‘Come.” 
Genesjs v1:18. “Come.” Revelation xx11:17. 

Imperial, tender and all-persuasive is this 
word “‘Come.’’ Six hundred and sey enty-eight 
times is it found in tho scriptures. It stands 
atthe front gate of the Bible asin my first 
text, inviting antediluvians into Noah’s ark, 
and it stands at the other gate of the Bible as 
in my second text, inviting the post-diluvians 
into the ark of a Savior’s mercy. “Come”’ is 
only a word of four letters, but it is the queen 
of words, and nearly the entire nation of En- 
glish vocabulary bows to its scepter. It is an 
ocean into which empties 10,000 rivers of 
meaning. Other words drive, but this beck- 
ons. Ali moods of feeling hath that word 
“Come.’’ Some times it weeps and some times 
it laughs. Some times it prays, some times it 
tompis, and some times it destroys. It sounds 
from the door of the church and from the 
Seraglios of sin, from the gates of heaven and 
the gates cfhell. Itis confluent and accres- 
cent of all power. It isthe heiress of most of 
the past and the almoner of most of the future. 
*“Come!’’ You may pronounce it so that all 
the heavens will be heard in its cadences, or 
pronounce it so that all the woes of time and 
eternity shail reverberate in its one syllable. 
Itison the lip of saint and profligate. It is 
the mightiest of all solicitants either for good 
or bad. | 

Today I weigh anchor, and haul in the 
planks, and set sail on that great word, al- 
though Iam sure I will not be able to reach 
the farther shore. 1 will letdown the fathom- 
ing line into this sea and try co measure its 
depth, and, though I tie together all the cables 
and cordage [have on board, I will not be 
able to touch bottom. A!] the power of the 
Christian religion isin that word—‘Come.”’ 
The dictatorial and commandatory in religion 
is of no avail. The imperative mood is not the 
appropriate mood when we would have people 
Saving!y impressed. They may be coaxed, but 
they cannot be driven. Our hearts are like our 
homies; ata friendly knock the door will be 
opened, but an attempt to force open our door 
woud land the assailantin prison. Our theo- 
logicai seminaries, which keep young men 
three years in their curriculum before launch- 
ing them into the ministry, will do well if in 
£0 short a time they can teach the candidates 
for the holy office how to say with right em- 
phasis and intonation and power that one 
word—‘'Come!”” That nian who has such 
efficiency in Christian work, and that woman 
who has such power to pursuade people to 
quit the wrong and begin the right, went 
through a series of losses, bereavements, porse- 
cutions and the trials of twenty or thirty 
years before they could make it a triumph ‘of 
wrace every time they uttered the word 
**Come.,’’ 

You must remember that in many cases our 
*‘Come”’ has a mightier “Come” to conquer 
before it has any effect atall. Just give me 
the accurate census, the statistics, of how 
many are down in fraud, in drunkenness, in 
gambling, in impurity, or in vice of any sort, 
and I will give you the accurate census or sta- 
tistics of how many have been slain by the 
word “Come.” “Come and click wine-glasses 
with me atthis ivory bar.’’ ‘Come and see 
what we can win at this gaming table.’’ 
“Come, enter with me this doubtful specula- 
tion!*’’ ‘Come with me and read those infidel 
tracts on Christianity.”” “Come with me 
to a place of bad amusement.’ ‘‘Come with 
me in a gay bout through underground 
New York.” If in this city there are 
20,000 who are down in moral character, then 
20,000 feil under the power of the word *'Come.”’ 
I was reading of a wife whose husband had 
been overthrown by strong drink, and she 
went to the saloon where he was ruined, and 
she said: ““Give me back my husband.”’ And 
the bartender, pointing toa maudlin and bat- 
tcred man drowsing in the corner of the bar- 
room, said: ‘There he is; Jim, wake. up; 
here’s your wife come for you.” And the 
wonan said: ‘Vo you call that my husband? 
What have you been doing with him? Is 
that the manly brow? Is that the clear eye? 
Is that the noble heart that I married? What 
vile drug have you given him that has turned 
him into a fiend? Take your tiger 
claws off him. Uneoil those serpent folds of 
@vil habitthat are crushing him. Give me 
back my husband, the one with whom I stood 
at the altar ten yearsago. Give him back to 
me.’’ Victim washe,as millions of others 
have been, of the word ‘‘Come!’’ 

Now we wantallthe world overto harness 
this word for good as others have harnessed it 
for evil, and it will draw the five continents 
and the seas between them, yea, it will draw 
the whole earth back to the God from whom it 
has wandered. Itis that wooing and persuasive 
word that wiil lead men to give up their sins. 
Was scepticism eyer brought into love of the 
truth by an ebullition of hot words against 
infidelity? Was cever the blasphemer stopped 
in his oaths by denunciation of plasphemy? 
Was ever a drunkard weaned from his cups o 
the temperance lecturer’s mimicry of stagger- 
frig step and hiccough? No. It was: ‘“‘Come 
with me to church today and hear our sing- 
ing.”’ ‘‘Come and let me introduce you toa 
Christian man whom you will be sure to 
admire.’’ ‘‘Come with me into associations 
that are cheerful and good and inspiring.’’ 
*“‘Come with me into joy such as you never be- 
fore experienced.”’ 

With that word which has done so much for 
others I approach you today. Are you all 
right with God? ‘No,” you say, “I think 
not; I am sometimes alarmed when I think of 
him ; I fear I will not be ready to meet him in 
the last day; my heart is not right with God.” 
Come then and haveit made right. Through 
the Christ who died to save you,come! What 
is the use in waiting?” The lenger vou wait 
the further off you are and the deeper you are 
down. Strike out for heaven! You re- 
member that a few years ago a steamer 
called the Princess Alice with- a 
crowd of excursionists aboard sank in 
the Thames, and there was an awful sacrifice 
of life. A boatman from tho shore put out 
for the rescue, snd he had a big boat, and he 
got it so full it wou!d not hold another person, 
and as he laid hola of the oars to pull for the 
shore, leaving hundreds heip)ess and drown- 
ing, he cried out: ‘Oh, that I had a bigger 
boat!’”” Thank God I am not thus limited, 
and that I can promise room for ail in this 
gospel boat. Getin;get in! And yet there 
igsroom. Roomin tie heart of a pardoning 
God. Room in heayen. 

I a’so apply the word of my text to those 
who would like practical comfort. If any ever 
escape the struggle of life, I have not found 
then:. They are not ceriainly among the 
prosperous classes. In most casos it was a 
struggle all the way up till they reached the 

rosperity, and since they have reached these 

eights there have been perplexities, anx- 
jeties, and crises which were almost enough 
toshatter the nerves and turn the brain. 
It would be hard to tell which have the 
biggest fight in this world—the prosperities 
or the adversities, the . conspicuities or 
the obscurities. Just as soon as you 
have cnough success to attract the attention of 
Others, the envies and jecalousies are let loose 
from their kennel. The greatest crime that 
you can commitin tho estimation of others is 
to get on better than they do. Thoy think your 
addition is their subtraction. Five hundred 
persons start for a certain goal of success; one 
reaches it and thé other 499 are mad. It 
would take volumes to hold the story 
of the wrongs, outrages and defamations 
that have come upon you as a result of 
your success, The warm sun of 
perity brings into life a swam 
annoying insects. On the other | 
fortunate classes have their : 
tenance, To achieve a li 
had nothing to start with, 
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with an occasional labor strike and. here aud 
there a financial panic thrown in, is a m ighty 
thing to do, and there are hundreds and thou- 
sands such heroes and heroines who live un- 
sung and die unhonored. What we all need, 
whether up or down in life or half-way be- 
tweon, isthe infinite solace of the Christian 
religion. And so we einploy the word— 
“Come!” It will take all eternity to find out 
the number of business men who have been 
Strengthened by the promises of God, and the 
people whojhave been fed by the ravens when 
other resources gave out, and the men and 
women who, going into this battle armed only 
with needle or saw, or ax, or yardstick, or pen, 
or type, or shovel, or shoelast, have gained a 
victory that has made the heavens resound. 
With all the resources of God promised for 
~ aha 4 exigency, no one need be left in the 
lurch. 

I like the faith displayed years ago in Drury 
Lane, London, in an humble home where every 
particle of food had given out, and a kindly 
soul enterod with tea and other table supplies, 
and found a kettle on the fire ready for the 
tea. The benevolent lady said: ‘“How-is it 
that you have the kettle ready for the tea when 
you had no tea in the house?” And the daugh- 
ter in the home said: ‘‘Mother would have me 
putthe kettle on the fire, and when I said 
‘whatis the useof doing so, when we have 
nothing in the house?’ she said ‘my child, God 
will provide; thirty years he has 

provided for me _ through 
pain and helplessness, 
and he will not leave me to starve at last: He 
will send us help though we do not yet see 
how.’ We have been waiting all the day for 
something to come, but until we saw you we 
knew not how it was to come.” Such things 
the world may call coincidences, but I call 
them almighty deliverances and, though you 
do not hear of them, they are occurring every 
— of every day and in all parts of Christen- 
dom. 

But the word ‘‘Come” applied to those who 
need solace will amount to nothing unless it 
be uttered by some one who has experienced 
that solace. That spreads the responsibility 
of giving this gospel call among a great many. 
Those who have Jost property and been con- 
soled by religion in that trial, are the ones to 
invite those who have failed in business. 
Those who have lost their health and been 
consoled by religion are the ones to invite 
those who are in poor health. Those who 
have had bereavements and been consoled in 
those bereavements are the ones tosympathize 
with those who have lost father or mother or 
companion or child or friend. What -multi- 
tudes of us are alive today and in good health 
and buoyant in this journey of life, who wou!ld 
have been broken down or dead long 
ago but, for the sustaining and cheer- 
ing help of our holy religion! So we say— 
“Come!’’ The wellis not dry. The buckets 
are notempty. The supply is not exhausted. 
There is just as muck“ mercy and condolence 
and soothing powerin God as before the first 
grave was dug, or the first tear started, or the 
first heart broken, or the first accident hap- 
pened, or the first fortune vanished. Those of 
us who have felt the consolatory power of 
religion have a right to speak out of our own 
experiences, and say—‘‘Come!”’ 

What disina! work of condolence the world 
makes, when it attempts to condole! The 
plaster they spread does not stick. The broken 
bones under their bandage do not knit. A 
farmer was lost in a snowstorm on a prairie of 
the far west. Night coming on and after he 
was almost frantic from not knowing which 
way to go, his sleigh struck the rut of another 
sleigh and he said, ‘I will follow this rut, and 
it will take me out to safety.”’ He hastened 
on until he heard the bells of the preceding 
horses, but, coming up, he found that that 
man was also lostand, as is the tendency of 
those who are thus confused in the forest, or 
on the moors, they were both movinginacircle 
and the runner of the one lost sleigh was fol- 
lowing the runner of the other lost sleigh 
round and round. At last it occurred to them 
to look at the north star, which was peering 
through the night,and by the direction of 
that star, they got home again. Those who 
follow the advice of this world in time of per- 
plexity are in a fearful round, for it is one be- 
wildered soul following another bewildered 
soul, and only those who have in such time 
got their eye on the morning star of our Chris- 
tian faith can find their way out, or be strong 
enough to lead others with an all-persuasive 
invitation. 

“But,”’ says somo one, “you Christian peo- 
ple keep telling us to ‘come’ yet you do not 
tell us how tocome.’’ That charge shall not 
be true on this oceasion. Come believing! 
Come repenting! Come praying! After all 
that God has been doing,for 6,000 years, some- 
tinies through patriarchs and sometimes 
through prophets, andat last through the cul- 
mination of all tragedies on Golgotha, can 
any one thinkfthat God will not welcome your 
coming? Will a father at vast outlay con- 
siruct a mausicn for his son, and lay out parks 
white with statues, and green with foliage, 
and all a-sparkie with fountains and then 
not allow his son to live in the house or walk 
inthe parks? Has God built this house of 
gospel mercy and will he then refuse 
entrance to his children? Will a govern- 
ment at great. expense build life-saving 
stations all along the coast and boats that can 
hover unhurt like a petrel over the wildest 
surge, and then when the lifeboat has reached 
the wreck of a ship in the offing not allow the 
drowning to seize the lifeline or take the boat 
for the shore in safety? Shall God provide 
atthe cost of His only Son’s assassination 
escape for a sinking world, and then turn a 
deaf ear to the cry that comes up from the 
breakers ? 

“But,” you say, “there are so many things I 
have to believe and so many things in the shape 
of a creed that 1 have to adopt, that I am kept 
back.’”? No, no! You need believe but two 
things; namely, that Jesus Crist came into the 
vorld to save sinners, and that you are one of 
them. ‘‘But,’’ you say, “I do believe both of 
these things!”’ Do you, really, believe them 
with all your heart? ‘“Yes.’’ Why, then, you 
have passed from death into life. Why, then 
you are ason or a daughter of the Lord Al- 
mighty. Why, then, you are an heir or an 
heiress of an inheritance that will declare 
dividends from now until long after the stars 
are dead.. Hallelujah! Prince of God, why 
do you not come and take your coronet? 
Princess of the Lord Almighty, why do you 
not mount your throne? Pass up into the 
light. Your boat is anchored, why do you not 
goashore. Just plant your feethard down and 
you will feel under them the Rock of Ages. I 
challenge the universe for one instance in which 
finan in the right spirit appealed for the sal- 
vation of the gospel and did not getit. Man 
alive! Are you going to let all the years of 
your life go away with you without your hay- 
ing this great peace, this glorious hope, this 
bright expectancy? Are you going to let the 
pearl of great price lie in the dust at your feet 
because you are too indolent or too proud to 
stoop downiand pick it up? Will you wear 
the chain of evil habit when near by you isthe 
hammer that could with one stroke snap the 
shackic? Will you stay in the prison of sin 
when here is a gospel key®that could 
unlock your incarceration? no! 
As the one word, ‘*Come,” has 
sometimes brought many souls to Christ, I 
will try the experiment.of pistes up into a 
mountain andthen send down in an ayva- 
lanche of wer many of these gospel 
‘“*Comes.”’ ‘Come thou and all thy house 
into the ark;’’ “Come untome all ye who 
labor and are he&vy iaden and jI will give you 
rgst;’’ “Come, for all things are now ready ;”’ 
“Come with usand we will do P as good ;” 
‘Come and sée;”” “The spiritand the bride 
say ‘Coine’ and let him thatis athirst come." 
The stroke of one bell in a 
tower may be swect, but a score of 
belis well taned and rightly lifted and skil- 
fully swung in»one great chime fill the 
heavens with music almost celestial. And no 
one who has heard the mighty chimes in the 
towers of Amsterdam, or Ghent, or Copen- 
hagen, can forget them. Now it seems to me 
that in this Sabbath hour all heaven fis chim- 
ing, and the voices of departed friends and 
kindred ring down the sky saying, ‘‘Come!’’ 
The angels who never fell, bending from 
sapphire thrones, are chanting ‘‘Come!”’ Yea; 
all the towers of heaven, tower of Fett sp 
tower of prophets, tower of Aposties, tower 
evangelists, towerof the temple of the Lord 
God and-the Lamb, are chiming,’ ‘Come! 
Come!” Pardon for all, and peace for 
all and heaven for ali ee come.

MIGRATION OF SOUTHERN NEGROES. 


A Project to Draw Colored Laborers to 
California. 
From The New York Sun.! 

The Southern Interstate Immigration Associa- 
tion has not yet procured the statistics that are 
needed to indicate the extent of the recent mi- 
gration of colored people from the southern states, 
From the facts that can be obtained, it is esti- 
mated that over 100,000 negroes have left these 
states during the past yearand taken up their 
residence in other parts of 
try. Perhaps one-tenth of 
ber has come to this city, and 
safe to say that fully 40,000 have gone to the other 
large cities of the United States. There was re-- 
cenily news from Oklahoma that a colony of black 
Mississippians, several hundred strong, had ar- 
rived there, and had given thereport that thou- 
sands of their brethren in that state were preparing 
to follow them, Many have gone up the Missis- 
sippiand Missouri rivers to Kansas and other 
western states, where they find employment in the 
fields and the towns. 

Not a few are drawn to the states of the Pacific 
coast, and the movement in that direction is to be 
enlarged this year. Within a week a small organ- 
ized body of them arrived in California, to which 
they went from the coast regions of South Caro- 
lina, Alabama and Louisiana. Many big 
fruit growers of the San Joaquin valley 
have agreed to take colored families into 
their service as tillers of the soil and 
gatherers of its products, and at least 
2,000 are expected there within the next three 
months. The immigration to California is under 
the direction of a colored organizer named Benja- 
min, and he has given assurance to the fruit 
growers that he will supply them with all the 
colored laborers they may desire. It is re- 
ported that the fruit growers of Oregon also 
would like to secure as many of them as can be 
obtained. Even the children will be as useful 
there in picking grapes and fruits as they now are 
in picking southern cotton. 

The colored migration from the south is not re- 
garded with satisfaction by the plantersof the 
cotton belt. But the great mass of the African 
race will surely remain in the states in which it 
has lived for generations.

Broad Street Bridge. 


The card of Mr. Grant Wilkins, printed 
in yesterday's -ConstiruTION relative to 
Broad street bridge, is not only interesting 
but important. In fact, it is vitally import- 
ant to the people of this town. It has 
already been announced in a quiet way that 
the bridge is not as safe as it should be. 
This notice has been served on the public by 
the city authorities, who have stationed a 
policeman on the bridge to warn the drivers 
of vehicles and street cars that they will no 
longer be permitted to tamper with the in- 
firmities of the structure by driving rapidly 
across. 

Tlrese precautions show that the author- 
ities do not regard the bridge as safe, and 
their suspicions are confirmed by the exam- 
ination which Mr. Grant Wilkins has made. 
Mr. Wilkins isan expert in such matters, 
and it will not remedy matters to-say that 
his fears are exaggerated. There can be no 
exaggeration where there is any danger, 
especially when this danger is multiplied by 
the vast volume of traffic which passes over 
the bridge during business hours, It will 
be within bounds to say that the volume of 
traffic which passes over the bridge each 
day isa hundredfold greater than when it 
was built. Tothis is added the passage of 
the cars of three lines of street railway. But 
even this is notall. The bridge is now the 
highway for fire engines and the hook and 
ladder wagons, and these machines cannot 
be stayed in their-career by the policeman 
who has been stationed at the bridge to com- 
pel vehicles to observe the decorum of a 
funeral procession. 

Whatever the city proposes to do should 
be done at once. We can dilly dally and 
dicker with the waterworks question and we 
can postpone a great many matters that seem 
to be important, but we cannot afford toriska 
possible collapse of Broad strect bridge. Those 
who have been in the habit of crossing the 
Structure can very readily discover that the 
vibrations are deeper, so to speak, than they 
were a few years ago. If the bridge is to be 
strengthened, the work should be pushed 
forward at once. If it is to be replaced 
with a structure more in keeping with the 
immense volume of traffic that makes a 
highway of it, there should be no delay. If 
it is to be relieved by means of a bridge across 
Forsyth street, which, of itself, isa crying 
public necessity, the work should be begun 
promptly and carried forward with all the 
dispatch consistent with safety. 


The Cotton Movement. 

The New York Financiai Chronicle, in its 
weekly review of the cotion movement, says 
that for the week ending last Friday 
the total receipts have reached 174,855 
bales, against 217,177 bales last week and 
246,989 bales the previous week, making the 
total receipts since the 1st of September, 
1890, 4,887,615 bales, against 4,656,268 bales 
for the same period of 1889-90, showing an 
increase since September 1, 1890, of 231,345 
bales. : 

The exports for the week reach a total of 
99,708 bales, of which 76,791 were to Great 
Britain, 12,051 to France and 10,866 to the 
rest of the continent. The total sales for 
forward delivery for the week are 479,2 
bales, For immediate delivery the total 
sales foot up 1,443 bales, including 179 for 
export, \1,264 for consumption. 

The ityports into continental ports have 
been 56, bales. There is an increase in 
the cotton in sight of 314,686 bales as com- 
pared with the same date of 1890, an in- 
crease of 649,072 bales as compared with the 
corresponding date of 1889, and an increase of 
428,561 bales as compared with 19.

Last year the receipts from the plantations 
for the same week were 122,418 bales, and 
for 1889 they were 120,708 bales, 

The week’s net. overland movement this 
year has 31,842 bales against 34,741 bales 
for the corresponding period in 1890, and 
that for the season to date the aggregate net 
overland exhibits an excess over a year ago 
of 74,856 bales. There has come into sight 
during the week 198,615 bales, against 
167,159 bales for the same week of 1890, and 
that the increase in amount in sight, as com- 
pared with last year, is 407,520 bales. 

The Chronicle’s telegraphic advices ffom 
the south indicate that there has been too 
much rain in a number of sections during the 
week, and in consequence the movement of 
the crop has been somewhat retarded. ‘The 
correspondent at Dallas reports a fall of snow 
in north Texas, ranging in depth from two 
to eight inches. 

The Chronicle says that the speculation in 
cotton for future delivery at New York has 
been fairly active for the week under review, 
but the tone was feverishly unsettled, and 
} prices fluctuated widely in the course of a 
single day, yet making no important changes 
from one day toanother. The chief ele- 
ments of strength were found in the move- 
ment of the crop, which fell below estimates, 
not only atthe ports, but at the principal 
interior towns. Stronger southern markets, 
higher prices for spot cotton and the large 
current consumption were also supporting 
influences. The belief that the compara- 
tively small crop movement is due to special 
causes, and that the crop is a large one, has

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WHAT OF FREE COINAGE 


THE SILVER WHICH 18 AVAILABLE 
FOR CUINAGE, 


The Annual Product of the Country and the 
World—How the Circulation May 
Be Increased. 

There seems to be a very vague idea in the 
minds of most people as to the amount by 
which the free coinage of silver will increase 
our currency. 

It will only take a few figures to make this 
tolerably ciear, and here they are:

Amount used in the artsin the United Seates 
in 1889, was: 


On the Ist of January, 1890, we had $1,127, 
663,631 of gold and silver and $993,041,861 of 
paper money. Of this $690,071,063 was in the 
treasury and $1,430,634,459 in circulation. 
Since then the amount in circulation has ine 
creased to something over $1,500,000, 000. 

Wemay reasonably counton an avycrage 
silver production in future as large as that of 
1889, for it will receive a great stimulua from 
the increase in price which is bound to follow 
the free coinage act. Taking 1889 then asa 
basis, wemay deduct the $8,766,000 used in 
the arts from the $64,646,006 produced and we 
havein round numbers $55,880,000 of silver 
available for free coinage. Last year we ime 
ported $12,000,000 of silver ore and ballion 
and $13,000,000 silver coin from Mexico. 
Leaving off the coin we may count 
“on say $10,000,000 per annum of 
new silyer from Mexico. Add that to 
our own supply, available for coinage, and we 
have inreach of our mint on this continent 
$65,880,000 per annum of new silver. 

The gold production of the mines of the 
United States for the past nine years has aye 
eraged about $32,000,000, varying little from 
year to year. Deducting the amount used in 
the arts in 1889, we have $15,000,000 of our 
product available for coinage each year. The 
actual coinage has averaged~ about twice that. 
for the last few years, and a decade or so back 
was five or six times as much per annum, 
But in 1889 it ran down to $21,000,000, 
because that year the balance of gold was so 
heavily against us. <Asthe tide is now this 
way We may expect the coinage of gold to 
increase again. Certainly, $20,000,000 per 
annum is a low estimate for the future. Then 
let us add the amount of gold to the silver 
available to free coinage, and we have forcoine 
age each year:

It was estimated by senators during the sil- 
ver discussion that it will take an addition of 
$50,000,000 per annum of our currency to enable 
it to keep pace with the increase of population 
and business in the country. If we make that 
liberal allowance, there is in sight on this con- 
tinent enough silver to supply the demand for 
the arts, give as $50,000,000 per unnum for me 
crease of business, and $35,000,000 per annum 
as a net gain on the proportional circulation, 
Thus in ten years with free coinage we may 
and probably will increase our metallic cur- 
rency by the gross suui of $950,000,000 and add 
$350,000,000 above our present per capita: This 
extra $350,000,000 of coin will then form 
about 20 per cent of the amount it will require 
to make our present per capita. Therefore it 
willincreasc the r capita circulation from 
about $25 to $30. ut with free coivage it 
would be larger than this, for a smaller pros 
portion would remain in the treasury. 

This does not allow for an increase in the 
demand of the arts for silver, but we may 
reasonably assume that the increase of pro- 
duction will more than balance that. Neither 
does it allow for an importation of foreign 
coin from the immense stock of silver amount~ 
ing, as Senator Sherman claims, to $3, 800,< 
000,000 in the world. 

As the rest of the world produces very little 
more silyer than the mines of the United 
States there will not be {very much to spare 
forus. India alone takes about $40,000,000 per- 
annum and Great Britain bought $8,000,000 
for her colonies in 1889, 

Besides this there is another potent reason. 
We rate silver at a smaller value in propor- 
tion to gold than other nations. The ratio of 
the Latin union is 154 to 1 and of other nations 
as high as 15 to 1, while with us it igs 
15.99 to 1, as fixed in Senator Vest’s 
bill, which provides that a silver dollar shall 
contain 4124 grains and a gold dollar 25 8-10 
grains. 

There is now in the world about $3,800,000,- 
000 of silver. Therefore the annual produc 
tion of $160,000,000 can have little affect on 
the market price in the face of the immense 
supply in the world. Silver and gold differ 
from cotton and other commodities which 
are annually consumed in that they have the 
immense accumulation of centuries aly ays Om 
hand asa visible world’s supply, ready to go 
where it is most needed. Therefore it is that 
when gold and silver have not been disturbed 
by we or coments zation won have maintained 

erfully uniform ratio t

The First Society of Spiritualists held their reg- 
ular weekly mecting last night at the Good 
Templar’s hall, 914 East Alabama street. 

A good audience was present. 

Mrs. M. D. Ryan, who was expected to lecture, 
was not able to be present. Mrs. Ryan comes 
from Michigan, and is considered a fine trance 
lecturer and good medium. 

Sanitary Inspector J. V. M. Cain, president of 
the society, presided at the meeting, 

He quoted from the Bible at some length, to 
show that the doctrine of spiritualism was recog- 
nized, and was in accord with its teaching. 

He declared that he knew from personal experi- 
ence the truth of these teachings. 

‘This power,” said he, “is not confined to med- 
iums, nortoa few people. Any man or woman 
can cultivate it.” 

Mr. ‘thomas M. Taylor was called upon for a talk. 
He said that spiritualism was not dependent upon 
the Bible for proof of its truth—that history and 
every day experience established that. The peo- 
ple of India, he declared, lived in closer contact 
with the spirit world than didany other people. 
The ancient priesthood of Egypt cultivated this 
power of communion with spirits to a notable de- 
gree and were indebted to it for much 
of  tiicir wer over the people. The 
fakirs o India work miracles  to- 


day through this influence—like causing a plant , 


to wee almost instantancously from a seed in the 
ground. 

He talked of the way in which spirits left the 
material body at death, some being projected 
thousands of miles into space; others being pro- 
jected only afew miles, just beyond the atmos- 
phere of the earth. 

The lecturer believed, he said, that there were 
spiritual worlis, the counterpart of this one; with 
mountains and rivers and lakes and oceans, and 
spirit ships so large that millions were carried on 
their decks. 

The lecturer declared that many of the church 
creeds of today embodied superstition and pre- 
juaice. No church writer, he said, couid over- 
throw Tom Paine. Spiritualism—now entered 
upon its fourth decade—came upon the scene just 
in time to save the church from the assaults of 
infidelity.

Forsayeral days past the new suspended 
cable car system has been on exhibition at the 
corner of Spring street and the Western and 
Atlantic railroad. 

Some time ago Tuk Constitution published 
an account of the new method of street rail- 
way transportation, which isto be brought 
out in Atlanta. 

The car, which is a beauty in workmanship 
and design, runs ona suspended gear, the 
grooves of the wheels fitting on an inch-and-a 
half steel wire cable track. The bottom of 
the car is from twelve to eighteen inches from 
the ground, and there are no tracks to di 
the surface of the street. —— 

A bar attached to a system of levers, by a 
touch from the manipulator, closes on the 
traction cable and furnishes the motive power. 
Another lever loosens their grip and stops the 
car by putting brakes on the wheels. The 
conductor can stop or start the carat will, 
whether he happens to be at either end or in 
the middle of the car, so ingeniously is the 
apparatus arranged. 

‘*The people seem to like the system,” said 
Mr. Samuel W. Goode, the projector, ‘‘because 
the surface of the street is undisturbed in any 
way, and vehicles are not bothered with cross- 
ing iron tracks, breaking wheels and axles. 
They like it, too, because the cars will be so 
free from dust and smoke, and from the 
danger of steam engines and electricity, and 
because itis the only system securing street 
car facilities and good drives on the same 
street. 

‘Take Peachtree street, for instance; if this 
system were there applied the iron rails could 
be taken up and asphalt pavement put down, 
and a five-minute schedule put on, which 
would be like having a finespring carriage call 
at one’s door. There would be naturally no 
fuss or dust, except the ringing of a warning 
bell. The same touch of the lever that starts 
the car closes the door, and _ that 
which stops it opens the door, where 
passengers get off and on, so that persons 
can only get on and off when the car is stand- 
ing still. 

‘**Tt is a remarkable fact that all the experts 
who'have examined this systemin detail pro- 
nouce it perfectly practicable and superior to 
any other system of street tramways in use. 
Mr. Leonard Turner, of Sing Sing, New York, 
one of the most experienced mechanics in the 
middle states, and who examined the model 
and system in all particulars, when he passed 
through Atlanta last week, suid: 

** ‘Ttis a great ideaand will revolutionize the 
street car business. It is perfectly practicable 
and safe, and the saving of friction is enor- 
mous. The capacity of the system to be 
worked in all climates and on grades imprac- 
ticable to other systems, to say nothing of the 
fact that the surface of the ground is not 
touched and therefore need not be paved nor 
graded, gives this cable system advantages 
over all others. And its cost of construction is 
far less than the other systems using loco- 
tive and electric traction, and quite as cheap 
as horse traction, and much less ex pensive to 
operate.’ 

‘‘Mr. Charles Boeck, a noted ‘civil engineer, 
educated in Austria, experienced in hydraulic 
engineering iu both Europe and America, and 
for fifteen yearsin charge of the Cincinnati 
waterworks, fand who laid out Eden Park 
there, and who surveyed Grant park, and 
planned Florente and Sheffield, Ala., and 
who also made the only survey practicable for 
bringing the Chattahoochee by |a seventy-four 
mile canal to Atlanta, and who is at present 
engagedin laying out ‘North Augusta’ fora 
wealthy New York company of which Mr. Pat 
Calhoun is president, inspected the model of 
the Atlanta suspended cabie road yesterday, 
and after looking into all its details, the 
strength of the track and running cables, the 
relative position and strain on each, 
the style and strength ofthe posts, arms, 
supports and anchors, and into the 
shape and plan of the car to be used, and the 
manner of applying the power to the endless 
cable, and how the cars are to be stopped 
and started, how curves are to be made, and 
in fact, after examining it in every detail,

‘* ‘Tt will supercede all other known ways of 
carrying passengers in all of our cities, and is 
safe, pleasant and economical.’ 

‘Atlanta will bejthe first city in the world to 
use this new system, and it will add another 
valuable industry to this city, as it is proposed 
to have an equipment company organized 
here to build the necessary cars, pulleys, 
brackets, bolsters, etc. Surely this is a day of 
thought and of progress.”

THE PHOSPHATE WORLD 


AN ARMY OF MEN PREPARING 
PLANT FOOD. 
The Great Deposits of South Carolina and 
Florida—Georgia Hes Phosphates, Also. 
A Talk with Colonel Wilson. 


Everybody knows that it takes a great many 
people to supply the foodof man, but few are 
aware that a great army of men is devoting its 
whole time to preparing plant food. Within 
twenty miles of Charleston there are seven full 
regiments engeged upon one article of diet, and 
in Europe there are about 70,000 employed 
upon the same ingredient—phosphate. 

If as many more are employed on each of the 
other two principal ingredients, there must be 
an army of near 250,000 men, in this country 
and Europe, catering to the epicurean taste of 
the plants which grow in our fields. 

The three staple articles of plant food not 
found in the soil are phosphoric acid, potash 
and nitrogen, and the greatest of these is 


‘ phosphate. 


Almost every acre of farm land lacks phos- 
phoric acid and the whole world is looking for 
the cheapest place of supply. The Germans 
grind up the slag which is left by the basic 
process of making steel, and from this un- 
profitable looking residue they get 40 per 
cent of bone phosphate of lime to put in their 
beet fields. This contribution of the mineral 
tothe agricultural interest of Germany has 
stimulated beet culture so tremendously that 
today the world gets more sugar from beets 
than from cane. In German economy noth- 
ing is lost. Every by-product is made to 
serve a purpose, and in that country people 
are getting rich on things we throw away. 

There is asaying that ‘‘God takes care of 
fools and the United States,’’ and it surely 
seems that he has made special provision for 
this wasteful nation. Phosphate deposits are 
so abundant that we take nothought of slag, 
except for making roads. 

But it is a great mistake to suppose that we 
furnish al! the phosphate rock the world gets. 
Though South Carolina mined last year tho 
enormous quantity of 600,000 tons, its 
product was littleovera tenth of that of the 
world, which amounts to 5,000,000 or 6,000,000 
tons perannum. There are phosphate beds in 
Devonshire, France, Spain, Canada and 
other countries. Still South Carolina is 
ahead of any European state except, possibly, 
France, and she sends nearly a quarter of a 
million tens annually to England and Ger- 
many. Her most formidable{competitor now 
is Florida. 

Every year more fertilizers are used, and 
the’“business has grown to proportions not 


dreamed of when a few people began to mine 


phosphate rock in South Carolina twenty-one 
years ago. Now every southern state hasa 
small army of fertilizer inspectors, and the 
state of Goorgia pays out in salaries for this 
inspection as much as the whole phosphate 
product of South Carolina brought in 1869. 
The obsolete forms of machinery have given 
lace to expensive dredging machines, which 
tae ‘up tonsof rock atastroke. The Sea 
Island Phosphate Company owns an — 
dredging machine which cost $225,000. They 
have anothér with a plunger made like 
a great human hand with. six fingers. 
Each one of its fingers is made of steel, 
weighing 1,300 pounds, and the weight of the 
whole hand is fourteen tons. In forty feet of 
water it rises and falls every minute, bringing 
up several tons of rock at a time. With the 
downward stroke it pierces the solid rock and 
with the return brings up its load. 
» That is the method of work on river phos- 
ey in the neighborhood of Port Royal. The 
ahd mining. about Charleston is‘not. so diffi- 
cult, for there itis softer and more accessible. 

The river rock is a glossy black and as hard 
asadamant. Itis full of fossil remains, in- 
cluding tlie bones of the elephant, mastodon 
and other animals, Slhark’s teeth are abuund- 
ant, and beautiful wolf’s teeth are 
found. The state agricultural bureau at Co- 
lumbia has a fine collection of fossils, and 
among other things has a petrified hand, found 
in strata which geologists say must be at least 
5,000 years old. Itis a woman’s hand, and as 
graceful as ever threw a kiss or waved an 
adieu.

The Florida Phosphates. 


Colerie! Wilson has been to Florida to look 
over the ground and is very much impressed 
te the future of the phosphate industry 

re. 

“Upon the whole I think the Flerida phos- 
phates are the most abundant and most prom- 
ising in the world,’ said he. ‘“‘The region of 
central Florida has phosphates running as 
high ds 80 per cent boné phosphate of lime. 
In South Carolina we'never go above 69 per 


cent and our prices are based on 55. Though 
the high grades found in Florida 
are often mixed with others 


which contain not more than 40 per cent bone 
phosphate of lime, the extra price for the 
richer phosphate makes it profitable to separ- 
ate it from the poorer quality. We get 10 or 
11 pence a unit for rock that averages 55 per 
cent, and they.not only got pay for more units 
per cent, but get an extra price per unit because 
itis easier to work high grade goods than that 
which is not so rich. So, in spite of the $2 or 
$3 per ton which it takes to get Florida phos- 
phates'to water, they can well afford to pay 
that and compete with us who are mining in 
sight of Port Royal harbor. 

“The central Florida phosphates contain a 
good deal of alumina which is troublesome to 
handle. Itishardto get out, and while re- 
maining prevents the stuff from becoming 
friable as fertilizers should be. Eut tho de- 
posit is so rich that they can afford toovercome 
this difficulty. 

“The Pease river contains the best plios- 
phate deposits Iknow of. They ara free from 
alumina, accessible to water navigation and 
run about 62 per cent bone phosphate of 
lime.”’ 

Magnitude of the Business. 

By this time Colonel Wilson had warmed 
up with his subject. 

“"No one outside the business has any con- 
ception of its magnitude,’’ said he. ‘‘I have just 
picked up a copy of The Times-Union and see 
that one of the Florida companies has increased 
its capital stock from 800,000 to $1,200,000. 
All the English factories are getting interests 
here. Watch The Times-Union for the next 
few months and you will see a number of im- 
inense transactions in Florida.” 

Georgia Has Phosphates Too. 

“Phosphates will be found in Georgia too,”’ 
continued Colonel Wilson, after a pause. 

‘Where ?”’ 

‘(Down about St. Catherine’s.”’ 

Then I called his attention to the fact thata 
mastodon had been dug up by Dr. Habersham 
nine miles from Savannah in 1839, and asked 
if that did not indicate the presence of phos- 
phates. 

‘“Yes,’”’ said he. ‘‘We have dug up both 
elephants and mastodons, and a specimen 


is in the Philadelphia museum. Some 
of the vyertebre are as large as 
your body. These remains are accompanied 


by those of sharks and fish. ‘Ihe phosphate 

deposits ‘near Port Royal are supposed to be 

the petrified excrement of a marine animal,” 
Enormons Increase of Demand. 

‘The demand for fertilizers is increasing 
enormously. Within a few miles of Charles- 
ton last year the increase was abont 140,000 tons 
of fertilizers. Of this Charleston alone in- 
créased 70,000. As the demand there had 
been 220,000 the increase was about 32 per 


cent. Phosphates are needed everywhere 
as the . base of fertilizers and 
the deposits wherever found of 


sufficient richness to work well, will always be 
of great value.” 
Money in Pyrites. 


Here Colonel Wilson mentioned a factor in 
the mahufacture of phosphoric acid which 
may sometime be nearly as big a thing to 
Georgia as phosphate is to South Carolina. 

“‘Heretofore,”’ said he, “the sulphur used in 
tréating the phosphate rock has been obtained 
from Sicily. The demand for sulphur for this 
purpose has grown so heavy that the price 
jumped from 22 to 29 shillings a ton 
within the past year. Eighteen months ago it 
was 20 shillings. The fertilizer works near 
Port Royal get their sulphur from pyrites of 
iron which they-get in Virginia. This they 
have been doing some time and are well 
pleased with results. Itis much more. prof- 
itable to use pyrites since the advance in sul- 
phur, and there is a great future for that 
branch of the fertilizer business. Sulphur is 
obtained from both iron and copper 
pyrites. Two great English companies 
the ‘‘Rio Tinto” and the ‘“Tarsus’’ have mill- 
ions of money invested in the business of 
taking sulphur from the copper pyrites, which 
they getin Spain. The process is exceedingly 
easy and simple and very profitable.”’ 

Colonel Wilson was a delegate to the direct 
trade convention from South Carolina and 
spent several daysin Atlanta this week. He 
returns strongly impressed with the idea that 
Atlanta’s outlet to the sea will be through

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4 SYNOPSIS OF HIS SPEECH ON TH 
SILVER BILL. ? 


Said to Be One of the Strongest Ever Deliv- 


ered in the Senate—An Interest- 
ing Document, 


THE CONSTITUTION has published a brief 
synopsis of the speech of Senator Ingalls in 
favor of free coinage, which is said to be one of 
the strongest addresses delivered in the senate 
inalong time. Thereportof the speech, in 
detail, was telegraphed Tue ConsriruTION, 
but on account of the unusually heavy pressure 
on our columns a brief synopsis could only be 
published. Below will be found a more com- 
plete synopsis of the address: 

MR. INGALLS’S SPEECH. 


Mr. Ingalls said that there were two portentous 
evils which menaced the safcty if they did not en- 
danger the existence of tle republic. The first 
was ignorant, debased, degraded, spurious suf- 
frage, festered suffrage, suffrage contaminated 
by the feculent sewage of decayed nations, suf- 
frage intimidated and suppressed in the south, 
suffrage impure and corrupt, apathetic and in- 
different in the great cities of the north, 80 that 
it was doubtful to his mind whether for half a 
century there had been a presidential election in 
this country that expresscd the deliberate and 
intelligent judgment of the whole body of the 
American people. 

He then referred to the newspaper interview 
had with him several months ago in which he had 
said that the Goliicn Rule and tie Decalogue had 
no place inan American campaign. It seemed 
superfiuons to explain that tn that utterance he 
was not inculcating a coctrine, but describing a 
condition. His statement was a statement of 
fact, notan announcement of faith. But many 
reverend and eminent divines, many disinterested 
editors, many ingenious orators perverted this 
utterance intoa personal advocacy of impurity 
in politics. He did not complain. 

It was, as the world went, legitimate political 
warfare. But it was an iliastravion of the truth 
that the guiden rule and the decalogue ought to 
have a piace in politieal campaigns. “if thy 
enemy smite thee on one cheek, turn the other,” 
was a good ;recepit to follow. But he would ob- 
serve that until thatprecept was more generally 
observed than it had been or was likely to be, if 
his political enemy smote him on one cheek, in- 
stead of turning to him the other he would smite 
him under the butt end of his left ear ifghe could. 
{Laughter.]} a 


THE REAL SAYETY. 

If that be political immorality, he must be in- 
cluded among the unregenerated. The election 
bill was intended to deal with one part of the 
great evilto which he had aliuded, but it was an 
imperfect, a partial and incomplete remedy. Vio- 
lence was bad, but fraud was no better, and it 
was more dangerous because it was more insidi- 
ous. Burke had said in one of his immortal ora- 
tions, which emptied the house of commons but 
which would be read as long as the English tongue 
could endure, that when the laws of Great Britain 
were not strong enough to protect the youngest 
Hindoo on the banks of the Ganges, a nobleman 
was not safe in his castie on the banks of the 
Thames. 

That lofty sentiment was pregnant with admo- 
nitiontous. There could be no safety and no 
stable and permanent peace inthis country and 
under this government until it was just as safe for 
the black republican to vote in Mississippi as it 
was forthe white democrat to vote in Kansas. 
The second eyil to which he had adverted, was the 
tyranny of combined, .concentrated, centralized, 
conscienceless and incorporated capital, and the 
people were considering the great problem now. 

The conscience of the nation was shocked at the 
injustice of modern society. The moral sentiment 
of mankind has been aroused at the unequal dis- 
tribution of wealthand atthe unequal diffusion 
of the burdens, benefits and privileges of society. 
At the beginning of their second century, the 
American people had become profoundly con- 
vinced that the bailot was not the panacea for the 
evils of society ; that it had not abolished poverty, 
nor diminished injustice. 

WASHINGTON’S CHARACTER. 

They had distovered that political equality did 
not result in social fraternity; that under democ- 
racy the concentration of greater power in fewer 
hands was more possible than under a monarchy. 
George Washington, the first president of the re- 
public, had, when he died in 1799, the largest pri- 
vate fortune in the United States. Muchof it had 
come by inheritance, but the father of his country, 
in addition to his other virtues, had been a very 
prudent, sagacious, thrifty and forehanded man, 
who knew a good thing when he saw it—a great 
way off. 

He had hadanmeye tothe main chance. As a 
surveyor in his youth he had obtained knowledge 
which enabled him to makeexceedingly valuable 
locations on the public donfain. The establish- 
ment ofthe national capital in the immediate 
vicinity of his patrimonial possessions had not 
diminished their value. Allof his belongings at 
the time of his death reached the total sum of be- 
tween $800,000 and $900,000. 

That was less thanacentury ago, and it was 
within bounds to say that at the present time 
there are many scores of men and of corporations 
in this country whose annual income (and there 
had been#fone man whose monthly revenue) ex- 
ceeded the entire accumulations of the richest cit- 
izen of the United States at the end of the last 
century. The population of the union was then 


- 6,300,000, and the estimated wealth of the country 


was between $3,000,000,0000 and $4,000,000,000, 
“NEITHER POVERTY NOR RICHES,”’ 
There was not a millionaire and there was nota 
tramp or pauper in the country. A multitude of 
gmall farmers contentedly tilled the soil, and on 


‘the coast a race of fishermen and sailors, owning 


the craft which they sailed, wrested their sub- 
Bistence from the stormy sea. Labor was the rule, 
and luxurythe exception. The prayer of Agar 
was then absolutely realized. There was ‘“‘neither 
poverty norriches.” 

Since that time the growth in wealth and num- 
bers of the United States had had no precedent in 
the building of nations. The people of the United 
States now performed one-third of the world’s 
mining, one-fourth of its manufacturing, one- 
fifth ofits farming, and possessed one-sixth of its 
accumulated wealth. The United States had be- 
come the wealthiest nation on the face of the 
earth. Its progress exceeded the fictions of the 
“Arabian Nights.” 

There was nothing in the sory of Aladdin that 
rivaled it. It was without parallel or precedent. 
The national ledger would show a balance to its 
credit of between $60,000,000,000 and $70,000,000,000, 
enough to make every man, woman and child 
under the flag comfortable. He had read in the 
morning papers (he had not heard it) Mr. Sher- 
man’s speech, a §considerable part of which had 
been devoted to the defense of millionaires, who 
had been spoken of as ‘‘the froth on the beer.” 

Mr. Sherman—Not millionaires, but speculators. 

Mr. Ingalis—They are nearly the same, for the 
millionaires are not the producers and laborers of 
the country. They are arrayed like “Solomofi in 
ali his glory,” but ‘‘they toil not, neither do they 
spin.” Yes—they do spin. These gigantic accu- 
mulations haye not been the result of industry 
andeconomy. There would be no protest against 
them if they were. 

Mr. Ingalls related the anecdote of the man who 

ye the barkecper a receipt for selling more 

r, which was to give less froth, and applied it 
to the case of millionaires. There had been men 
rash enough (he said) to question whether any 
man could show a fair and legal title to $200,000,- 
000, or to $100,000,000, or to $10,000,900. 

If he were put on his voir dire he would hesitate 
before admitting that in the sense of giving just 
compensation and equivalents, any manjin this 
country or in any other country, had ever abso- 
lutely earned $1,000,000. The people had suddenly 
awoke to the conception of the fact that the great 
bulk of the property of the country was passing 
into the hands of those whom the senator from 
Ohio called by euphemism the speculators of the 
country. 

They were hot of this‘country alone. They in- 
fested the financial and social system of vey 
country. They were men of no politics, of ail 
nationalities and of no we gore be They had no 
politics but plunder, and no principle but the 
Spoliation of the human race. 

One man in this country, the Midas of the cen- 
tury, at whose touch everything turnedto gold 
had in a lifetime acquired, out of the aggregate of 
the nation’s wealth, earned by the labor of all,a 
sum that exceeded the assessed value of four of 
the smaller states, and which was many times 
more than the entire wealth of the republic when 
it was founded. 

A DISMAL OUTLOOK. 

This was the most terrible commentary ever re- 
corded in the book of time. And Nero fiddled 
while Rome burned. The means by which these 
fortunes were acquired were euphemistically de- 
nominated bookkeeping, finamcial speculation. 
This process was going on with constantly and 
frightiully accelerating rapidity, by means of 
combinations. 

We were accustomed to speak of this as the land 
of the frec and the home of the brave, and it 
‘would soon be the home of the rich and the land 
of the slave. It was no wonder that the laboring 
and agricultural classes of this coun had at 
last Sanmened, and the epeculators must take 
warning. 

Referring to the late election, he said that it was 
neither a republican defeat nor a democratic vic- 
tory. It wasagreat uprising, independent and 
superior to both political parties. It was a crisis 
that might become a.ca ‘ophe. It was a 
pesca revolution. He attri the depression 

n the country in a great aneasure to the demonet. 
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been thwarted, defied and contumeliously trodden 
under foot, | 

Warnings and admonitions had been plenty in 
this debate, but he would say tothose who were
